I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  the  Annual  Report,  including 
the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector’s  Report,  for  the  year  ending  31st  December, 

1963. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

There  was  very  little  infectious  disease  in  the  District  during  the 

year. 

The  death  rate  was  higher  than  for  the  previous  year  owing  to  more 
deaths  from  Cancer.  The  health  of  the  District  is,  however,  considered  to 
have  remained  very  satisfactory* 

DISPOSAL  OF  RADIO-ACTIVE  WASTES. 

The  Experimental  Research  and  Development  Establishment  of  the  Ministry 
of  Aviation  at  Waltham  Abbey  is  authorised  to  discharge  radio-active  substances 
into  the  main  drainage  system,  up  to  a  maximum  amount  not  exceeding  two 
millicuries  of  activity  per  week. 

No  radio-active  waste  has  been  discharged  into  the  main  sewers  but 
approximately  2  millicuries  of  Tritium  was  burnt  in  an  80  ft.  shaft  in 
May  1963. 

Adequate  controls  and  records  continue  to  be  maintained  to  ensure 
the  continued  safety  of  workmen  and  the  general  public. 

In  concluding,  I  would  again  like  to  record  my  appreciation  to  the 
Staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  their  continued  help  and 
co-operation.

During  the  year  the  Care  Association  for  the  area  covering  the 
Chigwell,  Epping,  Waltham  Abbey  and  Ongar  Districts  continued  to  function. 
The  Association  assists  cases  awaiting  admission  to  sanatorium  in 
various  ways  and  arranges  also  for  admission  of  child  contacts  to 
convalescent  homes.  It  concerns  itself  also  with  the  after  care  of 
patients  by  assistance  in  obtaining  materials  for  occupational  therapy 
and,  whenever  possible,  suitable  employment  for  those  fit  to  work.  The 
Association  is  supported  by  voluntary  contributions  and  receives  also 
a  grant  from  the  County  Council.  The  Honorary  Secretary  is  Miss  F. Abbott, 
Chest  Clinic,  St.  Margarets  Hospital,  Epping.

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949. 

The  sewers  were  test  baited  as  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food.  These  tests  were  carried  out  in  April  and  October  with 
negative  results. 

Systematic  inspection  of  the  area  was  made  for  the  presence  of  rats  and 
mice.  The  work  of  disinfestation  was  effected  where  necessary;  a  free 
service  being  given  to  domestic  premises  and  a  charge  being  made  for  business 
premises. 

During  the  year  complaints  were  received  of  wasps,  ants,  flies  and 
mosquitoes.  The  Department  was  able  to  deal  effectively  with  most  of  these 
but  the  fly  remains  a  problem.

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

The  Council  continued  its  participation  in  the  Essex  County  Council’s 
Scheme  for  recording  pollution  of  the  atmosphere, 

LICENSED  PREMISES. 

20  visits  were  made  to  licensed  premises  and  conditions  were  found  to  be 
satisfactory. 

SEWERAGE. 

The  area  is  sewered  in  the  main  to  an  outfall  at  the  Old  Sewerage  Works  1' 
Bro.Qker  Road.  From  there  it  is  pumped  under  the  River  Lea  and  thence  by 
gravity  to  the  Middlesex  Works  at  Deephams. 

In  addition  the  Sewardst one bury  area  is  drained  to  a  small  but  satisfactc  t 
works  in  Sewardstonebury ;  one  from  a  small  area  in  the  Fox  and  Hounds  distric 
is  drained  to  Chingfcrd;  and  one  farm  to  the  Epping  and  Ongar  Rural  District, 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  ;LTD  DISPOSAL. 

Collection  is  made  weekly  from  all  properties  in  the  area  by  three 
modern  S.D.  vehicles. 

CESSPOOLS. 

Cesspools  are  emptied  quarterly  by  Contract. 

ROADS. 

Council  maintained  streets  are  scavenged  and  gullies  emptied  by  direct 


labour. 
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SALVAGE. 

Waste  paper  is  collected  and  sold  to  a  paper  pulping  firm.  Rags  and 
metal  are  also  collected  and  sold. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES. 

Conveniences  are  provided  for  both  sexes  at  the  "Kings  Oak",  High  Beech, 
(during  the  summer  months),  at  the  Town  Hall  and  Farm  Hill  Road.  Unfortunatel; 
these  properties  suffer  seriously  from  wilful  damage. 

If  the  general  public  would  report  any  damage  which  they  witness,  legal 
action  could  be  taken  and  matters  thereby,  we  hope,  improved. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  district  is  within  the  Metropolitan  Water  Board’s  area  of  supply. 
There  are  outlying  parts  of  the  district  which  do  not  receive  the  benefit  of 
this  supply  and  depend  solely  on  water  from  shallow  wells. 

At  Claverhambury,  the  Clapton  Stadium  Limited  supply  their  dwelling 
houses  and  kennels,  together  with  an  adjoining  dairy  farm,  with  water 
obtained  from  an  artesian  well. 

11  samples  of  water  have  been  obtained  from  wells  in  various  parts  of 
the  district,  and  also  from  the  public  mains  and  swimming  pool.  The  swimming 
pool  is  privately  owned,  water  being  supplied  by  the  Metropolitan  Water  Board. 
One  report  was  unfavourable  due  to  a  breakdown  in  the  filtration  plant  - 
this  was  corrected  and  favourable  reports  were  obtained  on  subsequent 
samples. 

Samples  were  also  obtained  from  the  swimming  pool  at 

(1)  'War  lies". 

(2)  The  portable  pool  at  Waltham  Abbey  Primary  School. 

They  were  reported  upon  favourably. 

Two  isolated  cottages  were  dependent  on  water  from  a  shallow  well 
250  *  yards  away  from  the  dwellings.  It  not  being  economic  to  provide  the 
premises  with  main  water  the  owners  were  prevailed  upon  to  pump  the  water 
from  the  well  to  storage  tanks  in  the  cottages.  The  results  have  been  very 
satisfactory  to  the  tenants.

I  am  informed  that  all  samples  taken  for  examination  in  the  area 
were  found  to  be  satisfactory.  In  addition  12  samples  of  milk,  34  samples  of 
ice  cream  and  10  samples  of  ice  lollies  were  submitted  for  examination. 

The  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Counties  Public  Health  Laboratories, 
Thresh  House,  Verulam  Street,  Gray’s  Inn  Road,  London,  W.C.l.  through  the 
Essex  County  Council  Bacteriological  Service.

On  11th  February  a  sample  of  untreated  milk  was  taken  from  a 
van  at  Woodbine  Caravan  Park  which  proved  to  be  positive  to  the  ring  test 
for  Brucella,  No  B,  Abortus  was  isolated  on  culture. 

The  milk  cane  from  a  local  farm.  A  portion  of  the  sample  was 
positive  for  Tuberculosis  on  guinea  pig:  inoculations,  which  was  confirmed 
on  the  8th  April,  A  Statutory  Notice  was  immediately  served  on  the 
occupier  of  the  farm  concerned,  under  Section  20  of  the  Milk  &  Dairies 
(General)  Regulations,  1959?  requiring  all  milk  from  the  premises  to  be  heat 
treated  before  releasing  for  consumption  or  sale.  The  herd,  which 
consisted  of  38  cows,  was  fully  investigated  by  the  Divisional  Veterinary 
Officer  and  the  family  and  staff  on  the  farm  were  Tuberculin  tested  and 
X-Rayed. 

It  was  reported  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratories  on  the  28th  May 
that  the  Tubercle  Bacillus  isolated  from  the  milk  sample  appeared  to  be 
of  the  Avian  variety,  which  is  rarely  a  cause  of  infection  in  humans, 
and  the  restrictions  laid  down  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations  were 
thereupon  lifted. 

A  series  of  further  samples  were  taken  from  this  herd  between 
April  and  September  and  all  proved  negative  for  Brucella  and  Tuberculosis. 
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DIPHTHERIA. 

No  cases  were  reported  duringthe  year. 

VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION  SCHEMES. 

(1)  SMALLPOX.  109  Primary  vaccinations  were  performed,  and  8 
persons  were  re-vaccinated  -  as  compared  w  ith  last  years  figures  of  14 
primary  vaccinations  and  9  re-vaccinations. 

(2)  DIPHTHERIA.  Immunisations  against  diphtheria  have  dropped, 

1  immunisation  and  17  reinforcing  injections  having  been  given  during  the 
year,  compared  with  31  and  4l  in  the  previous  year.  This  is  due  to  the 
increasing  use  of  "triple"  vaccine  (Diphtheria,  Pertussis  and  Tetanus), 
the  figures  for  which  are  shown  separately  below  (D.P.T. ).
